“I've been dolng these things for 
years without more ‘than a brufse 
or an occasional strained muscle,"

try this without weeks of planning

Timing Importan

\ ITIL the hot season nose bleed- 
‘ing’ becomes more — common. 
Most of us think of nosebleed in 
connection with a childhood — scufiie 
ora minor accident because these 
nre the ways jn which we ourselves 
have experienced It. But — though 
nosebleed in usually a trivinl condl- 
tion, It cun be serious, 


The causes of nosebleed are 
many. They range from silght in- 
juries to certain ‘grave disorders of 
the blood such gs hemophilla or 
leukemia. Fortunately, these 
disenses ure rare and = most nosc- 
bleeds are due to much more trifilng 
eausen In children, for Instance, 
biecding js {frequently due to the 
bad hnbit of picking the nose. En- 
larged adenoids also make for nosc- 
bleed and sometimes the infections 
of childhood, such ns = measles and 
chickenpox, are accompanied by 
biceding from the nose. 


In older people, severe nosebleed 
may be one of the signs of nasznt 
sinuses, or it may Indicate tho pre- 
senve of tumours of some kind.
